pressions to the effcet that 1 ought to 
be hung, and that 1 was guilty and 
ought to be lynched ; allthe 
way to 
Jackson from lone, twelve miles dis- 
tant, 
1 was 
greeted 
by unfriendly 
ciowds, and at Jackson 
several 
hun- 
dred people congregated 
on my ar- 
rival, and jeered and hooted 
at 
me, 
and said 1 was guilty and 
ought 
to 
be lynched, aud the sheriff had

culty in restraning 
said crowd; prior 
to my arrest the newspapers of Ama- 
dor county aud San Francisco publish- 
ed 
untruthful articles

papers have published articles against 
me that have strongly incited the peo- 
ple against me. 
(Here following arti- 
cles from the county papers. ) 
Since my incarceration in the coun- 
ty jail 1have heard a great many ex- 
pressions

jail on my case, 
aud 
they 
were all 
unanimous 
that Iwas guilty and 
ought to be hung; Isay 
upon my 
oath that 1am absolutely innocent of 
the charge against me and can 
prove 
my innocence ifgiven a chance before 
an unprejudiced 
jury; owing to the 
great 
publio interest 
taken 
in my 
case in Amador 
county, 
and owing 
to my prominenhoe 
as a physician 
and surgeon, 
and 
prominence 
of 
other people connected with my case, 
my case has been thoroughly dscussed

newspapers

filled with 
articles relating to it, aud the 
prose- 
outing officers have diligently circu- 
lated reports to the effect that Iam 
guilty aud every newspaper 
in San 
Francisco and Amador county, about 
a dozen in all,has condemned me so 
that the state of mind of the people 
of this county is such that Icannot 
get a fair trialin this county. 


There are only about 
2800 men in 
Amador county who are citizens of 
the United States and taxpayers

Amador City, where it is charged 
that 1committed this crime; the fore- 
man of the Keystone mine, Mr. li. 1. 
Hoxie, employs several hundred men, 
and his wife, Mrs. Maud E. Hoxie,

the said Hoxie is taking a very great 
interest against me, and has circulat- 
ed reports allover the county that 1 
am guilty; he is a man of consider- 
able influence and standing,

greatly prejudiced the people against 
me. 
The sheriff and district attor-

a like course, 
and 
have repeatedly J stated 
that Iwas 
guilty and that 
they 
would convict 
me.Itherefore say upon my 
oath 
that 
Icannot get a fair trial in Amador 
county, because of the prejudice

the people against me, aud therefore 
pray this honorable court to transfer 
my case 
to some other county 
for

union has 


taken no official action as a body, but 
one individual has made a step to in- 
spire unionism to au extent 
that in- 
fringes upon personal liberty. Some 
months ago a man 
came to Amador 
City, and being without employment 
repeatedly solicited work at the Key- 
stone 
mine, 
but 
without success. 
Knowing the feeling that existed 
be- 
tween union and 
non-union, he did 
not seek work elsewhere, until forced 
to by financial embarrassment. 
About 
a week ago he sought and found work 
at the Fremont 
mine 
near Amador 
City, and being aware of the 
current 
rumor that the Fremont strike 
had 


never been recognized 
by the Western 
Federation of Miners he continued to 
board in town. Mr. Hoxie, 
foreman 
of the 
Keystone, 
ordered 
the 
pro- 
prietor of the hotel to send this 
man 
away from his house or lose his union 
boarders, 
which, as far as I 
have been 
able to learn, numbered 
about 
ten. 


The 
proprietor, however, 
did not 


eeeni inclined to obey the 
demand 


made 
upon him, for, by 
ordering 


this man to go, he would forfeit the 
amount due him for several months' 
board, and seemed to feel justified in 
keeping 
him until 
their 
account 
could be settled. 
Then, Mr. Hoxie 
promptly notified allmen in hit em- 
ploy boarding at this particular hotel 
that their positions were in jeopardy, 
and inorder to continue 
working at 
the Keystone they must change 
their 
boarding 
house. 
He 
immediately 
went to another hotel, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that a well-known em- 
ploye of the Fremont mine very often 
goes there, and is accommodated 
with 
board and lodging, but for some un- 
accountable reason is never molested. 
Every 
broad-minded 
person 
will 
agree 
that all classes 
of 
workmen 
need 
the 
sustenance 
of union 
to 
strengthen them against tyranny and 
oppression, but ifthis loyal, liberty- 
lovipg foreman thinks his demands 
are impartial, and necessary to main- 
tain the dignity of his union, why is 
be not consistent. 
How can he sanc- 
tion union and non-union, patronage 
alike in the butcher shop, the barber 
shop, the drug store, the physician's 
office, etc., and make absolutely 
no 
effort to bring the 
same 
pressure 
to 


bear 
upon 
them? If the time has 
come 
when a 
legitimate 
business 
house must either close its doors or 
be conducted according to the dicta- 
tion of a mine boss, 
while fellow- 


business men accept the patronage 
of 
Fremont employes 
without molesta- 
tion, the state laws might as well be 
cast to the four winds, and 
the peo- 
ple governed 
by a few 
autocrats, 


dressed ina littleauthority.

MINING NEWS. 


Rhetta —The last payment 
on the 
purchase price ot the Bay State, 
now 
a part of tbe Rbetta 
Consolidated 
Mining Company, 
whs 
made 
last 
Tuesday. 
The company 
is now 
tree 


from debt, and owns a clear title to 
tbe mining grounds included in the 
Bay State, the Kretcber, 
and Rbetta 


mines. 
Tbe ten stamp 
mill is kept 


running steadily. 
At the Bay State 
the shaft is down 1030 feet. 
At the 


thousand footlevel a large 
ore body 
averaging about 
6 feet in width is 
opened up, the length of the entire 
shoot is about 600 feet. 
The ore that 
is beiug sent to tbe mill at present 
comes from the Rbetta claim about 
half a mile from the shaft aud mill. 
Here a tunnel has 
been driven into 


the bill130 feet, striking a very good 
ore shoot, the extent of which is not 
yet determined. 
Tbe object 
of this 


work is to prospect 
this ore body, 


with tbe 
view of ascertaining 
the 
most desirable point at which to sink 
a new shaft for. the development 
of 
this portion of the property, 
which 
bids fair to prove tbe most 
valuable 
of tbe company's 
ground. 
From 25 


to 30 men are employed about 
mines 
and mill. 


Keystone —This mine is putting in 
a quantity of new machinery. 
A new 
air compressor, 
of 15 machine capaci- 
ty, is being put in plaoe. 
This will 


make three compressors. 
Oue willbe 
kept as a reserve 
power, 
in case 
of

The railroad is moving along apace. 


Track is laid as tar as the east 
siUs 


of the branch road to Sutter 
Creek, 


which is within two miles of Mar- 
tell'a. 
The. grading 
is about 
all 
completed to Martell's, 
except 
per- 
haps a littlefilling and trestle work. 
Itis thought that in another 
week, 


or at least by the end of the month, 
the track willbe down as far 
as 
the 
depot on the Oneida grounds. 
It is generally 
reported that tbe 
company intends to build into Jack- 
sou at once. 
The surveys and 
maps, 
of 
tbe route are 
completed. 
All 
the company asks of the citizens 
of 
Jackson, is to be furnished 
with the 
right of way into town from Jackson 
Gate. 
This is not an unreasonable 
request, and ought 
to be complied 
with without a murmur. It should 
not cost much for the right 
of 
way. 
The property holders along the route 
will want compensation, 
at 
least 
those of them who do not 
expect to 
reap 
substantial 
benefit from 
tbe 
road. . Iftbe compensation 
asked 
is 
unreasonably 
high, the railroad com- 
pany willtake charge of such 
cases. 


So that under these conditions, Jack- 
son people should 
get 
together 
and 


take some action to secure 
the right 
of way, as far as possible, 
and pre- 
sent the same to the company. 


Tbe map of the route was open 
for 
inspection 
in Wells 
Fargo's 
office 
yesterday 
morning. 
A few citizens 
got together 
and 
appointed 
a com- 
mittee to wait upon 
the property- 
holders along the route, 
to arrange 
ifpossible for tbe right ot way. The 
committee is comprised of three 
per- 
sons, F. Eudey, B. F. Taylor and 
Chris Marelia. 
They interviewed the 
property holders yesterday afternoon. 
The portion of tbe route interceeded 
for is from Ghilieri's saloon 
beyond 


Jackson Gate to Ginoccbio's lot, the 
old Shipman 
plaoe. 
Those 
holding 
land along the route are as follows: 
N. Pierano, 
M. Ratto, 
Chichizola 
Estate 
Company, 
J. B. Palma, 
J. 
Bernero, Mrs. Boitano, S. W. Bright, 
J. Foishey and Messrs. Cojovich, Bar- 
ton, Meehan, Schraderand Ginocchio. 
The 
committee 
waited upon 
the 
property 
holders 
concerned, 
and 
found such decided objections to' tbe 
line of the route, that they could do 
nothing 
with procuring 
a right of 
way along tbe proposed 
survey. 
The 
parties were without exception favor- 
able to the road, and willingto sub- 
mit the 
compensation 
question 
to 
disinterested 
parties, 
and abide 
by 
the decision, ifthe surrey was chang- 
ed to a hundred feet or so back, 
but 


as tbe matter now stood they 
would 
not stand for it. Tbe committee rea- 
lized 
the reasonable 
views of 
the 
property 
holders, 
inasmuch 
as it 
would render their dwellings value- 
less for residence 
purposes. 
In all 
probability the survey willbe chang- 
ed to suit their views, 
and in that 
event no serious difficulty willbe en- 
countered in securing 
tbe right 
of 


way.

Tbe lightning 
played havoc 
with the telephone 
poles along tbe 
road side. 
Four poles were shivered 
to splinters. 
The lightning was

to strike and run along tbe 
wires, 


destroying four poles 
utterly, split- 


ting them into matchwood. 
A large 


tree

residence 
was 
struck, and the bark

neatly as though done by the handi- 
work of man. 
Mrs. Molfino and 
boy 


were in the garden at the time, about 
dusk, pnd witnessed

ANOTHER RUNAWAY CAPTURED.

o'clock tbe same night they overtook 
their man, walking in tbe highway, 
and captured 
him without trouble. 


The sheriff brought 
him to Jackson 
Saturday night, and landed 
him in 
jail. He stole a lot of ladies' shirt 
waists and other articles 
from Tees- 
dale, and distributed the same 
gratis 


to several parties. 
He was taken 
be- 
fore Judge Goldner ou a 
charge 
of 


petty larceny Monday 
morning, 
and 


received a sentence of 100 days injail. 


SCHOOL TRUSTEES ELECTED. 


About a month ago C. H, Crocker 
went to Nevada county on legal busi- 
ness. 
While walking on the business 
street, a street disturbance 
attracted 


some attention, which led to his in- 
troduction to a man 
named 
W. M. 
Avery, a native of England. 
Conver- 


sation 
developed 
the fact that 
be 


came 
from Chasewater, 
near 
St, 
Austel, Cornwall. He 
was asked 
if 


be knew a man named John 
Xremain 
there, and he replied that he knew 
Jack Sam Tremain well. On further 
questions be said be married a widow 
with four children, and that he had a 
half brother 
named 
Crocker. 
He 
identified.the 
photograph 
of 
Tie- 
main.' He came on to Jackson 
and 


testified in behalf 
of tbe widow on 
April Ist. 
He. said 
the officiating 


minister at Tremain's 
marriage 
also 
performed the ceremony 
at 
bis own 
marriage to his first wife. The out- 
come of this chance witness was that 
the estate was awarded to'Mrs. Tre- 
main upon proof that she is at 
pres- 


ent living and unmarried. 
Tremain 
had one child, a girl, but she died. 
In tbe event of Mrs. Tremain's 
death 
in tbe interval, the estate would not 
go to her ohildren, but would be dis- 
tributed according to the will. The 
widow is 58 years of age, 
and stated 
in her letters that sbe could not stand 
the expense of the trip to California. 
Sbe willbe overjoyed at tbe news 
of 
tbe decision of the court, 
which was 
expected to reach her in Chicago this 
week. 


The attorney 
for the widow then 


moved that the whole of 
the* estate, 


being under $1500, 
be set 
aside 
for 


her benefit. 
The deposition of Mrs. 


Tremain and her son, Arthur Jen- 
kins, both of Chicago, 
also 
of Mrs. 
Howden and Richard 
Cunden 
were 
presented to the court last July, and 
a copy ot the marriage certificate was 
forwarded here, but owing to a tech- 
nical detect itcould not be admitted. 
Meantime, tbe widow ceased 
writing 
here, or her letters failed to reach 
their destination. 


After tbe willhad been admitted to 
probate the attorney received a power 
of attorney 
to represent 
Mrs. Tre- 


main. 
A contest between the public 


administrator 
and Miss Norhey 
for 


administration of the estate, resulted 
in the appointment 
of tbe latter 
as 


executrix of tbe will. 


The probate case of John 
Treinain 


was decided last week by tbe court 
in favor of the surviving widow. The 
facts of this case are as strange as any 
story of romance 
or fiction. John 


I'reinain 
was 
from Cornwall, 
Eng- 
land. In1883, according to the 
evi- 


dence presented at tbe trial, he 
was 


married to a widow named 
Jenkins, 


who had four ohildren, at St. Austel, 
Cornwall. 
He had 
a half brother 


named 
W. Crocker at Bisbee, 
Ari- 
zona. 
The latter part 
of 
1883 or 
early in 1884, at the request 
ot this 
half broher, he emigrated to America, 
gonig to Arizona and 
working in the 
mines there. 
Tremain was illiterate, 


and his correspondence 
with his fam- 
ily 
in England 
was 
carried 
on 
through Crocker. 
The latter return- 
ed to England, 
and 
Tremain, 
after 
working -at 
Leadville 
aud 
other 


places, 
drifted to Amador 
county, 


and found employment at the Oneida, 
Peerless 
and 
other 
mines. 
- While 
uere he boarded 
at Mrs. Northey's, 


now Mrs. Crowgey. 
While in Cali- 
fornia he took out a life insurance 
policy in the New England, 
the pre- 


cise 
amount 
we do not know. In 
this application 
he stated 
that 'he 


was a single man, and the policy in 
case of death 
was 
made 
payable 
to 


tbe administrator or executor 
of his 
estate. 
He subsequently 
made 
a 
will, in whioh he 
bequeathed 
his 
property to Miss Minnie Northey 
of 


Jaoksou. 
Thereafter he went to Ari- 
zona, aud was them caved on and suf- 
focated, February 17, 1904. 
The re- 


mains were brought 
to Jackson 
for 
interment. 
After his death it be- 


came whispered around that be had a 
wife living in Chicago, 
Mrs. Tre- 


main having leftthe old country and 
settled in Chicago, 
taking her two 
sons, leaving tbe daughters in Eng- 
land. | Through 
correspondence - be- 


tween parties here 
and in England, 


tbe fact of Tremain's 
death 
reached 


the ears ofhis stepdaughters 
in Eng- 


land, who communicated 
this know- 
ledge to their mother in Chicago. 
Mrs. Tremain wrotehere for confirma- 
tion of the death. 
For many 
years 


prior to bis decease 
there had been 
no letters passing 
between 
Tremain 
and bis wife. The matter 
was 
refer- 


red to C. H. Crocker, 
tbe attorney 


here.

unless open and exposed to view. 


The close time for valley quail, 
ducks, etc., is from Feb. 
15 to Oct. 
15th. 
Jb'or mountain quail from Feb. 
15th to Sept. Ist. 


The bag limit for quail and all 
other shore birds is 25, and for 
wild 


ducks 50. 


To catch, kill,or have in possess- 
ion more than 
50 trout in any one 
calendar 
day, 
or trout
